Control of Flax. 


The Board of Trade is reluctant to part 
with the extraordinary powers that were 
vested in it for the period of the war. 
During the debate on the War Emergency 
Laws Continuance Bill last night in the 
House of Commons its representative 
fought strenuously, and successfully, to re- 
tain the right of interference with the 
Irish flax crop. Mr. Bridgeman ad- 
vanced only one argument in support of 
his case, and it was by no means con- 
vineing.
